BYLAWS

ARTICLE 1
OFFICES

Section 1. The reqistered office shall be in the City of
Tulsa, County of Tulsa, State of Oklahoma.

Secticn 2. The corporztion may also have offices at such
other places both within and without the State of Qklahoma as the
Board of Directors may from time to time determine or the business
of the corporation may require.

ARTICLE II

MEETING OF SHAREHOLDERS

Section 1. Meetings of Shareholders for any purpose may be
held at such time and placi, within or without the State of
Oklahoma, as shall be stated .in the notice of the meeting or in a
duly executed waiver of notice thereof.

Sectian 2. Annual meetings of Shareholders, commencing with
the year 1392, shall be held on the second Tuesday in June, if not
a legal holiday, and if a legal holiday, then on the next secular
day following, at 10:00 A.M., at which they shall elect by a
plurality vote by written ballot a Board of Dlrectors, and transact
such other business as may be properly brought before the meeting.

Section 3. Written notice of the annual meeting, stating the
place, date .and hour of such meeting, shall be given tco each
Shareholder entitled to vote thereat and not less than ten (10)
days nor more than sixty (60) days before the date of the meeting

unless otherwise required by law.

Section 4. The officer who has charge of the stock ledger of
the corporation shall prepare and make, at least ten (10) days
before every meeting of Shagrehoclders, a complete list of the
Shareholders entitled to vote at the meeting, arranged 1in
alphabetical order, showing the address of and the number of shares
registered in the name of each Shareholder. §&uch list shall. be
open to the examination of any Sharsholder, for any purpese germane
to the meeting, during ordinary business hours, for a perjod of at
least ten {10) days prior to the election, either at a place within
the city where the meeting is to be held and which place shall be
specified in the notice of the meeting, or, if not specified, at
the place where the meeting is to be held, and the list shall bhe
produced and kept at the time and place of the meeting during the
whole time thereof, and subject to the inspection of any
Shareholder who may be presenit.
